We had not iatended to evon ' refer 
-to-^tbe ladiordoB:antics of two of tbo 
, , C|it^ .Fathers (Save the n^r^ l) jovor 

as the Mtinioipal Address to tho 'Gov^ 
',!, 1 ornor, which was presented on Tues- 
day by tho Mayor and a majority of 
the Coanoillcrs, and in roply to which 
the (on the whole) most gratifying 
reply of His Exoellenoy was mado; 
but' a depkrtaire 'from truth' by oar 
' ' evening ootemporary in dealing iwith 
the Bubject -renders < 'a 'Btatemont 
of the facts conneoted with the j pas- 
sage of tfaie addroBS neoeBsarjr.' '^It ap- 
pears that while the Governor w«b at 
Kew AVdstminster, it was decided by 
the Council to present Jlis ExcoIIoncy 
' with an address immediately upon hin 
return to this place. A Coramittoo 
was appointed for that purpose. Upon 
tho Committoo lonrniug that tho Gov- 
ernor was in town, tboy at onco put 
themBolves into commuuioation with 
■: , tho Colonial Secretary to aacortain 
• V when His Excolloncy would bo pro*- 
i, pared to rocoivo tho addross. Tho 
' ' answer fixed tho time for Tuesday, at 
. , ,, 2:30. This action wa3 taken without 
y„ consulting their High MightincBses, 
'' ' ■ Councillors Ilobbard and Layzoll, and 
when tbo matter was broached in tho 
Coanoil on Monday evening, thoro 
teas a breeze. Tho tompostuous won- 
ther of tho past month wasn't a cir- 
cumstance to tho fiorco tempost that 
raged about that Council board 'or 
tho apaco of half-annhour — threaten- 
ing to upset not only tho Corporation 
but to throw tho country into tho 
midst of a great political revolution. 
Mr Hobbard ragod about tho " uncon^ 
ttitutional" proceeding of the Com- 
mittee j declared it to bo a gross 
violation of duty, irregular and 
illegal. Mr Layzoll took up the 
thread at tho place whoro Hobbard 
broko off, and oroatod tlio livoli- 
est kind of sport for a solitary I 
Bpeciator and an unfortunate reporter 
by opposing tho presentation of an 
address. Mr Trahey (from tho Comn 
mittee) thought that tho Couuoil 
had given full power to not only pre- 
pare tho address but to present it. 
In vain other Councillors pointed out 
ui that the presentation ot lao- address 
would be only an act of courtesy. 
^;-ihey ^werp im'et«}^th tho argument 
^- 'tHaf bn^ address faad already been pre- 
sented by the Council, and that was 
enough. In vain was. ittstated that 
the Governor was not Governor of the 
Colony at that, time. ^■T■ Hebbard 
moved to postpone' the oonsideration 
of the address for one week ; and it 
was finally agreed to postpone the 
final adoption until the next meeting. 
Then oame a motion from one of tbo 
majority to consider the address 
seriatim, whereupon up rose the " two 
recalcitrant Counoillors" and fied — 
ignobly fled from the <' gay and fes.- 
tive scene." Hebbard endeavored to 
leap over the bar which divided the 
Fathers £rom their audience ot one ; 
but, being a short man, ho got only 
onia leg across, and remainod perched 
on the rail, like a male juvenile on n 
cockhorse, for some seconds, to the in- 
finite amusement ot his brother Coun- 
oillors and the lively alarm of the 
aforesaid solitary spot tator and unfor- 
tunate reporter, before he Hiieccodod 
in dismounting and di,-jaj)po:irin^ 
tbrongh the front door. Mr Layzoll, 
"more wise, looked about, with both 
eyes '' for a place of egrosa, umJ |)cr> 
coiving that tho duor loading into llio 
commitloo room stood ajar, ho clioso 
that moauH of exit and Ihundored 
through tbo passage into the sliccl 
like a hurricane in top-boots and an 
InvornoBs capo. Having reached tho 
street llio hot-houded goiiilouiou noon 
cooled oli', aud roturning in 11 low 
mifiutoB to the Council Chamber, di.s-. 
covered to their dismay that the 
Mayor had ruled a (quorum of mem- 
bers to bo present, and that the ad- 
dress had been pasbod in their ubHonco. 
On the day following, at two o'eloek, 
tho Mayor and four Councillorti being 
jjreaent, tho address was linally pasnod, 
notwithstanding a fierce opposition 
oirerod by CouncillorH Layzell and 
Hobbard, who handed in a protest 
(which is preserved by the Clerk, niul 
was not thrown into the Ore). Mr 
Layzoll wan particularly oll'onoive in 
his remarlcB, and accuHod tho Clork ol 
having falsified tho miiii.los of tho 
previous meoLing, wlicroupoii tho 
Mayor ((.ho meeting having adjcjurnod) 
rcHontud the in.sult by calling him a 
" blackguard." Tins endod the seono 
— which relloots 110 credit upon tho 
"reoalcitrunts" or upon those who sent 
them to tho Council as reprosontaLivou. 
If Messrs Hobbard and Layzoll 



tho minority should have rememborod 
that not only their own reputation but 
the. good namo of tho city was at 
etalce, and after doing thoir best in 
opposition to tho document, aud find- 
ing thomsolves outsvotod, thoy should 
have sat still, like gentlemen, and 
not attempted to stultify tho will of 
tho majority by seceding from tho 
mooting. Tho object had in view by 
their strango conduct it is diflleult to 
divine. It has boon euggcstod that 
thoy are working in the interest of 
Now Westminster, but this wo can 
hardly believe. It seems probable, 
however, that the fantastic tricks of a 
minority of the notorious Council of 
18G5 are about to bo played over again 
oy tho "recalcitrant Councillors," and 
wo would recommend that, if such bo 
tho intention, thoy bo politely invited 
to resign, by their constituents, who 
should at once declare that thoy will 
not Bubmic to be again disgraced by 
thoir roprosontntives in tho only re- 
presentative body we can now hoasi 
of possessing. ' ■ 



Uow Torture was Abolisbedia France. 

A pnrty of friends assomblad one flveoing 
iiboui thirty y oars ago in (he salotts of Madame 

Ilacqu'jvillo, at Palis, nnd MoDslenr da Page, 
uii aged jiiJue, wns called upon to relate some 
ovmus ill hi.s own juilicinl life, and be nar- 
nited the following iliiilling incident to illus- 
tnite lliu foollsli cruelty and nb.siirdity of 
iipplyiiii; the torture to obtain tlio iruili : 

' Wo'il go baek," siiid lie, " lo iho diiys of 
[.luii.s .Sixteonlti. I was tben one of tho 
kiiiLj'g jad;;o,'( — but before that I was a seliolar 
of the University, My road was net Brtiooth. 
1 had mauy trials, but I bad a consoler. 
Fraiicoiee, my fo.sler alitor, oame not once, 
but often, from far avray in the pruTioces, lo 
comfott and cooaole me. I Ipyed her as if 
sbo had beea Q sister of my blood. Daring 
her last visit a terrible ciroumstaoco oocutrcd, 
I lost a valuable diamond flnuff box ; I spoke 
loudly of my loss, and every place was 
t^earebed. The diamond snuO box was found. 
Ooo of the peojilo ol tho court discovered It 
hidden in the pillaae of Itio bed in which my 
lo.-tur sister 6lopt.' 

A i;eiiorul movement of intcroat sliowoJ 
itself in tho salon of Madamo IJaoquevillo. 
The Presidont do Pace paused. The tfoitai 
eviJeutly pained liiin, but ho continuad ; 

' Francoise, the fresh cheeked peasant of 
Mantrean, Btie who . had ttndged wearily 
throui;h frost and' snow to come and throw 
herself upon my neck and upon the steps of 
(ho Sorbonnc — Francoise, whose skib' was 
soft as velvet, aud her oycs so tender and 
loving !' 

'J'he marquia took a pinch of bduIT, but 1 
saw tlio snull fall to ttie floor. 

' riiey drugged her before the judgea. 1 
wished lo excuse myself, but tliey forced lue 
10 pre.side. Thoy protanded ironically to re- 
pose tho highest degree of conlideiieo in my 
uututal impartiality, .My eiiomies rcjoiued, 
and tbo populace threntoucd to stone me 
when it was known that I had ordered — ' 

Here M. de Page was silent. You could 
hear nQ(biDg bat the orookllng of the fire aud 
theK^oillations of the peadaltim. The, pic- 
tures on the wall! were noisier than Iho com- 
pany a( that time.' 

M. da Page coatinueJ : 
' That I had ordered iho rack ! For Fran- 
coise firmly denied everything, the theft, tho 
circnmstaneoti of the Ibeft, nil — constantly 
reminding me ol ilontteau, of her moiher, of 
tli8 days of oar childhood, and of our rela- 
lionsbip. I bad ordered the question I 'I ho 
robo of Franeoiso was taken off. Oh I the 
crie of n y!mng jjirl brought nakod befcro htr 
judges. God apuro you from over lieariiig 
that cry. But Francoise turned hoi eye.t 
upon me. Gentlemen, I have bad a Bwor l 
tbrnst through my body to the hilt. |Tbat 
look stabbed mora koeoly, They pat ber 
kneo in tba leaden boot.. Her cries grew 
weak or.' 

At thi.s part of the recital of the President 
a thrill of horror ran through the guests. 

' Thoy put the fire to the pit of her slom- 
ach. Franeoido was silenl ; (-lii) had cuasoil 
to ehritl;. Genllemoii, Francoise was inno- 
coiit I I knew it. k was I who hud liidden 
tho diamond box in her bed, in order lliat bIio 
might bo tried, condemned and oxccutod. 

' The ladies covered Iboir faces. If 1 bad 
had a kaife ia my hand, I woald have {stuck 
it in the old President's heart. Bat tbo 
Prosideot olosed bis eyes, collected himself 
(or a moment and tben said : 

' Tlioy ornsbcd her right band, every Cngcr, 
every joint, like tba — ' 

lie made a ge.^Iuro. My nervei jerked 
spasiiiodically in imitation of it. A cloud of 
blood padded heloru njy eyes and tho terrible 
[iccno Vanished. 

' Francnijo bad fainted in confesaing tho 
thelt. Yes, eho had confessed il, but pro- 
claimed that I was liar foster brother, that 
she had come lo Paris lo see mo ; that lo 
see me she had bravod ice and snov — Dravcd 
everything — to hang opco more upon her 
foster brother's ueck.' 

Tho President had hardly finished the aj;,- 
onizin;; tientunco, when I saw riao behind 
Madame de Hucqiiovillo, like a phantom, 11 
woman, who, with difii(;iilty and pain, draw- 
ing olf ber glove, periiiiltoil to be soon a 
fund bioken and cru.lioil, which hliu placed 
upon tho head of do P;ii,'o. 

Like 0110 croibod, tlie old man rai.sed his 
oyi^.s ill terror beneath that hand which weigh 
eil him down. I'ho old people wero piilo ; 1 
looked at myself in the glaas ; I was moru 
than palo— I was greeo. Tears and sobs 
fi om the eyes and mouths o( these two, ruin- 
>d by oaoli other, mingled together ; and M. 
le Page took that hand and carrying it to 
his li()s, kissed il an tho dying man kisses 
tho Host, and ho was pardoned as tlie dying 
man is pardoiiod. For Mndnmo (jasa 
IJiaiiclia passed the arm, which was free, 
around Ihi' nuck ol M. do Page. 

■Thai evoniiig,' again conliiined the Preside 
lint, 'thorn was a oourt hull. 1 appeared at 
il, .Mill clothed ill my judicial robes, and 
boaring with iiie tho deuth warrant of Fran- 
o(jisi'. Ponding my knee lo tbo oarib, f said 
ti> King Louis tiie Bixteentb .' . 

'.Siio, 10 day the bones of ray foster sister 
liuvo lieen broken on tlio rock. I was her 
aceu-^or, sire, and she bas confessed all.' 
'Well/ saiil tho King. 
'Sire, linventi'd tliii story of that thafl. 
•The King recoiled with horror. 
'And whoreforu, Mon.'!ieiir P 
'Booau.=i3 I wished to jirovo lo I'Vaneo that 
Willi tbo lorluru the moHt frighllul lahyohooil 
was believed — tho lioliest truth asKasainatcd. 
Sire, to this proof I have sacrifioed thoi thing 
dearest lo me iu the world, My opinion, 
111 oroforo, cannot be doubted.' 

'Messieurs,' said tho King, 'let the ball 
eoiitinuo.' Then turning lo the Obanoellor : 
'.Vlonsieur, from this niglit the torture is 
ai)olislud in Kranc 1 Let it bo made known 
Ihrougliout tho kiiigdoiii.' 



PeriloDS Fire-nalloon Asccnition of 
illoiisjciir itiiii^Iay at Rostoii. 

The announcement that Monsieur Ao« 
gustu Buisluy, one of tho inmous troupe of 
porformera now giving cihibiliong at the 
Boston theatre, would make an ascension in 
a fire- balloon, from tho Riverside Park, drow 
a large crov^d of pooplo lo that famous ro- 
8ori, andithi^DPmber w,oiild .have b,een much 
larger mfim eitijsebs bad Qa|3 any jdst cons 
eeption'nf tbeiEaot 'bo had an'ooanced lo por^ 
form. As it was, tho attendanoa ioiido tbo 
Park was probably near 2000 people, wbilo 
oulflldo tho ouolosuro, tho number was as 
grenl if not grn.iter. Those oiit.'<ldo, dnubt- 
less, had ns good an oppoitunity to witness 
Iho wvulutiona ol tho .hiring Frenetiman, nfler 
he ascondjd into the air, bat Ihey missed 
noelng Iho inflation of the balloon — a novel 
and interesting process. 

Throo o'clock was the hour annonnccd for 
the ascent ; but at that hour tho rush of tho 
people lo the gatc« was coiisideruhlo, and it 
was decided to wait a short timo lunger. 
iMunutimo two largo poles had been raised 
insido the trnuk, n short distauoe from the 
judge's stand, -and a Strong rope attached 
trom one polo to the other to bold the balloon 
in place wbilo it was being filled. Pulley 
topes were also altaobod to each polo, and at 
four o'clock, by means of tho ropes, tho 
balloon was raised so that it tin' o'y 
luuched iho (ground. The prooi'ss uf inflation 
wa< then eoiiiiiipneed. 'I'liis was done by 
placing several tnindles ol burning alraw be- 
neath llio balloon, upon which is thrown two 
small cans containing a chemical preparation 
known only to the performers themselves. 
Almost immediately upon licliting tho fire f.bo 
balloon begins to expand, and does so very 
rapidly until it is filled — tho process of filling 
consuming froD^ 16 to 20 minutes. 

At 20 minalea past 4, airerytbiiig being In 
readiness, Moosiear Baisiay seated himself 
across tho trapeze and started on his voyago. 
As he left tho earth the t)allooa swayed 
againf>t one of the poloa, and a hole of oon- 
sidcratdo sizu wag lorn in it near tho inoulli. 
There was no ear, and iint oven a ropo at- 
taclnd to tho aerial ship — iiiiihing but the 
trii|U'7,o which depended Ironitho balloon 10 
or ITi lent. As tho inlioiiid v^yagor sped into 
the air, Ihero was soareely a aouiid e.soaped 
frotli tho thousanils ol persons wiio were 
Wutohing him ; it rei ined as llioiieli the 
multitude had been sliieken ihuiib with awe 
at Iho almost reckless datiug ol the young 
man. . 

Mpasieur Baisiay rcmaiaed seated npon 
tbo tri'peza hardly an inslaoi, and he had not 
BBcendod 50 feet before bo comiqeDccd his 

ovblutions upon the slenilor slick which was 

1)11 thoro was between him and eternity. 
First hanging by lioth hands, then with ouo, 
then again turning coinpleloly around and 
suspending himsell with bis feel, head duwii^ 
wards, folding his arms, llniii swinging them, 
the ship all the time bearing liiin higher and 
into the heavens. It wa.-; a cigti! that required 
a strong iiervo to look at. I'resenily he took 
oQ his shoes and'Ict them fail to the eartb. 
The balloon wns thought to bavo allaiued tho 
allilode of nearly half a mile, and while at 
tho highest point ho oontinned his perform^ 
aucea upon tho trapeze. 

After being up about 8 or 10 minutes, the 
air in Ihe balloon began to cool, and it began 
to descend, slowly at hrst and ntietworj 
more rapidly — Iho u},-ioiaiit still going 
through his evolutions and Iho crowd »till 
watctiing him v.ilb inti,'n,-e anxioly, but a 
great many feeling more and irioro rchuvod 
as they saw him graduiilly but safely noaring 
terra firma. When thu air begins to cool the 
balloon mual coino ilown — thoro is no pick- 
ing a spot BUitablo to 111. ike a landing ; but 
tho mronaut must take ju<t sueti a lauding 
as chance may give bira. Monsieur Buislny Jenny Lind 
was quite forinnato in this respect, for, oftor 
being 14 minutes in the air, be landed safely 
in tho garden of U Danfortl), eornor of .Mount 
Auburn aiuf Linden streel.-i, iu Old Cam- 
bridge. As ho cuiie down ho jnst cleared 
the house and al-o struck into some trees, 
hut neiilier he nor iho Oalioon su-'tained any 
damage. Ifo was inimediately met by lii.i 
eoiii|iai,inns, who tud fillowed hi-, c- urso 
with a larriagt;, and taken back lo the Park, 
wheio lie was gnoled with loud aud onlhu- 
siasiio a|ipl;uise hy thoassembled multitude.

When tbey went to thoir cuunlry scat, in 
tho beginning of the euinnier, she wont with 
them. There she became quite melancholy, 
aud though every means were employi.'d to 
divert lior, she continuoti in thig state and 
refused to give any reason for it. At length 
she attempted to commit euicide with tho 
fumes of uharcoal, but eho was discovered 
in time to prevent this! cooipletion of her 
design. A physician was called in, who 
directed that she should''' carelully 
watched. This was done, but one day Lucy 

B suddenly disappearod, and no one 

wag able lo toll where aho had gone. Fif- 
teen days passed from tbo period ol ber 
disappearance. At Iho end of that time a 
disagreoablo smell wng noticed in tho house, 
and il wns traced to a room which wag 
rnoroly used ua a lunibor room, and waa 
scarcely over entered. A large cheat rest- 
ing on a bo.x containing books was found 
here. The chest was opened and in it was 
found the half decomposed body of Lucy. 
8bo held fast in her right hand a photo- 
graph of .M. S , which sho asked for a 
lew days before, aod -Oa it waa written Ihe 
following words: 'M. S , I ask your par- 
don for my death. I loved you. Not dar- 
ing lo tell yon, and twu weak to leave yon, I 
llioiight that 1 must die. 1 also ask jiardon 

of .\lailame S -, who was so good lo 1110.' 

Tho po-./ mortem exam inatioii proved that 
she must have made soverul attempts at 
enlcide, for in her atomaoh were found pins, 
nails, and poison.

By the brig ■Firefly frotn Tsihlti .wa Hono- 
Inlo, we have n file of Le Mtssarftr de Tahiti 
up to Oi'tobor 9th. The itoni.i nf news aro 
scanty, liio ninst interivilin;.; being .•■onie ad- 
ditional particular.-i of the loss of the iron 
bark BcilrH-aima, of whic!i nioniion was made 
in tho Sandwich Island r.ews, iniblifhed in 
tho Times ycstorday. It (.eein.s that ,nn the 
•23ii, 2-lth ami 2olli of .March la.^l the .'icli jon- 
er Aorai, bo'uid tj Tahiti, exiieriencad a 
severe hurricane, and on tho morning of tho 
20th, in lattitnda 18 deg. 0-1 min f^ouih and 
lonf^ifnde lo3 deg 10 min west, oil Palmer- 
stou Island, saw the bull of a vessel keel up, 
within a reof. On pulling to tbe shore and 
seperaiing tbe crew into two parties to search 
for survivors, they found six naked hodie.'i, 
piled OB each other, and frightlully lacorated 
by Iho sharp corals, as they were ilirown 
upon tha beach, where lliey wlto lyin;r. Tho 
hodic! wero four lu'.-u and two childr'jii, ono 
a boy of lour years and the i)tln.r a >;irl of 
three years.
